Brewer, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday the 3rd 
day of November 1970, an election will 
be held at the several polling places 
within the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form provided by law upon 
the following proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama of 190]: 

“The Legislature shall have power 
to levy and provide for the collec- 
tion of taxes for state purposes on 
net income of individuals or cor- 
porations, from whatever source de- 

rived, for the calendar year 1970, 

or for any fiscal year beginning in

Before these- 
cond World War they had 
only solid colors or 
stripes, But, after thewar 
an American, Jim Thomp- 
son, stationed there during 
the war, came back tolive, 
He taughtthemtodyeprints 
and became a millionaire, 
Five years ago he dis- 
appeared ina Malayianjun- 
gle on a trip in search of 
new dyes, Ile wasabache- 
lor and the government is 
keeping his house open to 
guided tours until he is 
either found or declared 
dead, His home is made 
of seven old Thai houses
